6,600  cheered  City  from  the  jaws  of  defeat 
on  Sunday  and  we  all  went  away  proud  of 
our  team.  What  a  revival! 

Naturally,  the  goals  from  Terry  and  Ivan 
drew  the  biggest  cheers,  but  close  behind 
was  Ron  Tilsed's  great  last-minute  save. 
Did  you  see  his  salute  to  the  crowd  at  the 
end.  That's  "Tilly  Power"! 

What  goes  "flip-flop,  flip-flop .  .  . 
GOAL"?  Terry  Byrne  whose  style  was 
compared  to  that  of  Manchester  United's 
Bryan  Kidd  by  one  fan.  The  same  fan 
predicted  big-money  offers  for  Terry 
before  the  season  is  over.  We  will  fight 
them  on  the  beaches  to  keep  him. 

The  main  stand  at  Bruce  has  already 
been  compared  vocal-chord-wise  with 
Liverpool's  Kop  and  United's  Stretford 
End.

Sunday's 
official  should  remember  that  the  ideal  of 
letting  the  game  flow  does  not  refer  to  the 
spilling  of  blood.

MARIST  COLLEGE 
JUNIORS 


The  Marist  College  is  one  of  the  two 
Canberra  schools  taking  part  in  the  regular 
junior  weekend  competition. 

The  College  is  a  Catholic  Boys  school 
comprising  a  Primary  Section  and  a  Secon¬ 
dary  Section.  The  Primary  Section  starts 
taking  boys  from  grade  4  upwards  and  the 
Secondary  Section  caters  for  high  school 
students  right  up  to  form  6.  This  years 
total  enrolment  is  in  excess  of  1300  boys. 
The  Sportsmaster  gave  us  the  following 
information  on  the  soccer  teams  of  the 
College. 

Sport  is  seen  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
life  of  the  College  and  as  such,  a  variety  of 
winter  and  summer  sports  are  offered  for 
the  benefit  of  the  students.  As  Pope  Paul 
VI  said:  "Sport,  well  understood  and  prac¬ 
tised,  contributes  to  the  development  of 
the  whole  person  because  it  demands 
generous  efforts,  careful  self  control, 
mastery  of  self  and  respect  of  others,  com¬ 
plete  commitment  and  team  spirit.'' 

In  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the  College, 
Soccer  was  offered  for  the  first  time  in 
1977  when  8  teams  ranging  from  U.9  to 
U.12  were  registered  with  the  A.C.T. 
Soccer  Federation  Junior  League.  Most  of 
the  students  forming  these  teams  were 
playing  soccer  for  the  first  time  and  the 
majority  of  the  teams  finished  the  first 
year  well  down  the  ladder. 

This  year's  soccer  registrations  are  in 
excess  of  160  students  from  both  Primary 
and  Secondary  Sections  of  the  College,  and 
14  teams  ranging  from  U.9  to  U.16  have 
been  registered  for  the  coming  soccer 
season.  On  the  field  today  acting  as  Guard 
of  Flonour  and  ball  boys  is  the  U.14  team 
led  by  their  coach  Allan  McKendry.  Most 
of  the  boys  are  playing  soccer  for  the  first 
time  in  their  life  but  their  coach  believes 
that  they  are  going  to  be  a  very  competi¬ 
tive  team. 


To  permit  as  many  boys  as  possible  to 
participate  in  sporting  activities,  the  Col¬ 
lege  charges  only  $2.00  per  year  registra¬ 
tion  fee  with  a  maximum  of  $5.00  for 
family  registrations.  This  does  not  cover 
even  team  registration  and  therefore  the 
College  relies  very  heavily  on  the  support 
from  business  houses  in  order  to  continue 
giving  these  children  the  opportunity  to 
participate  in  weekend  sport.

The  year  1880  saw  the  first  organised 
soccer  matches  in  this  country  and  it  was 
in  Newcastle  N.S.W.  that  this  competition 
was  begun. 

In  fact  the  Australian  Soccer  Federation 
with  people  from  the  Northern  N.S.W. 
Federation  has  already  begun  planning  for 
the  centenary  of  soccer  celebrations  to  be 
held  in  two  years  time. 

So  the  background  of  our  visitors  today, 
Newcastle  K.B.  United,  stretches  that  far 
into  the  past.  Some  of  the  most  illustrious 
players  in  Australian  soccer  have  come 
from  Newcastle  and  the  district  including 
the  Northern  coal  fields  has  been  a  con¬ 
tinuous  stronghold  of  our  game. 

The  Northern  N.S.W.  Federation  has  an 
area  of  control  stretching  from  Gosford  on 
the  Central  Coast  to  the  North  Coast,  back 
to  the  Northern  Tablelands  and  the  Hunter 
River  Valley.  Representative  teams  from 
the  area  have  been  in  Canberra  many  times 
and  have  always  created  a  fine  impression. 

Teams  from  Northern  N.S.W.  always 
fare  well  in  National  Youth  championships 
and  therefore  the  depth  of  talent  is  exten¬ 
sive. 

Like  Canberra  City,  Newcastle  K.B. 
United  is  a  completely  new  club,  created 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a 
team  in  the  national  competition  —  the 
Philips  Soccer  League  of  Australia. 

The  wisdom  of  this  method  of  entry 
into  the  League  has  received  the  early  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Australian  public  and  the 


immense  local  support  by  way  of  crowds 
is  evidence  of  this.  In  fact,  this  could  well 
be  the  pattern  for  the  league  in  the  future. 
The  Americans  have  successfully  used  a 
franchise  system  which  calls  for  “city'' 
support.  So  it  is  then  that  Canberra  wel¬ 
comes  the  players,  officials  and  supporters 
from  Newcastle  today.

Corison  Comments 


Bruce  Stadium  -  the  Promoter's  Dream 


Who  would  have  believed  it?  Nearly 
13,000  spectators  watched  Canberra  City's 
first  two  home  games,  and  they  all  got 
value  for  money.  The  Philips'  League  has 
determined  that  1978  is  the  year  for  match 
and  game  promotion,  while  1979  will  be 
the  year  of  the  dogfight  to  avoid  relega¬ 
tion.  Canberra  City  Club  must  now  make 
every  game  a  winner  in  promotional  terms 
for  two  very  good  reasons.  First,  Bruce 
Stadium  is  a  natural  for  promotion,  and  if 
paying  spectators  will  not  go  to  Bruce, 
then  the  same  people  would  not  go  any¬ 
where.  The  Stadium  has  proved  to  be  an 
ideal  venue  for  football.  Some  would  argue 
that  they  are  too  far  away  from  the  "ac¬ 
tion",  but  regardless  of  where  you  view  the 
game  at  Bruce  you  are  assured  of  comfort¬ 
able  seating,  good  atmosphere,  and  a  feel¬ 
ing  of  belonging. 

Secondly,  a  guaranteed  home  audience 
of  up  to  10,000  spectators  will  give  Can¬ 
berra  City  the  finance,  the  appeal,  the 
strong  support  to  ensure  survival  in  this 
tough  League  in  1979.  Getting  people  to 
Bruce  for  home  games  in  1978  is  one  of 
the  most  important  challenges  facing  the 
City  management.  Warren  will  do  his  best 
with  the  playing  material  he  has;  other 
Club  officials  now  have  to  carry  on  and  ex¬ 
tend  from  the  marvellous  beginning  to  this 
season. 

Some  suggestions.  Why  not,  as  a  promo¬ 
tional  attraction  only,  engage  the  next 
drawn  home  game  in  a  shoot-out  American 
style.  The  effect  could  be  startling.  The 
result  of  the  shoot-out  would  have  no  bear¬ 
ing  on  the  official  result,  but  it  might  do  a 
lot  for  promotion. 

Why  not,  in  any  non-competitive  early 
fixture,  experiment  with  the  off-side  rule 
and  the  throw-in  rule?  Adrian  Alston  was 
caught  off-side  often  in  his  first  few  games 
with  City  last  season  since  he  was  used  to 


the  35yd  off-side  rule  instead  of  the  half¬ 
way  line  rule.  The  throw-in  rule  could  be 
replaced  by  a  kick-in  rule  from  the  tough 
lines. 

This  means  a  considerable  increase  in 
actual  ball  playing  time;  less  chance  for  the 
referee  to  order  a  re-throw  because  a  player 
has  pinched  five  yards;  more  corner-type 
crosses  from  kick-ins  in  the  attacking  half; 
less  inclination  by  defensive  players  to  belt 
the  ball  into  touch,  if  an  indirect  free-kick 
is  the  result. 

Why  not  experiment  with  short  corners 
as  in  hockey?  Any  defensive  player  who 
forces  a  corner  within  his  own  penalty  area 
may  still  find  himself  under  tremendous 
pressure  from  a  short  corner  type  situation. 

Whatever  happens,  though,  Canberra 
City  must  continue  to  aim  high  for  promo¬ 
tion  and  presentation.  Let  us  have  more 
sky-diving,  bands,  marching  girls,  athletics, 
gymnastics,  junior  parades,  singing,  score- 
board  messages.  They  are  all  greatly  enjoy¬ 
able,  and  matched  with  quality  football 
may  very  well  see  Canberra  City  pull 
20,000  spectators. 

Magnificent  start.  Keep  it  up. 

TOP  COACHING  AWARD 

Canberra  City's  Assistant  Coach,  Vic 
Fernandez,  has  gained  Australia’s  top 
coaching  award  -  the  Australian  Soccer 
Coaches  Association  Senior  Coaching 
Badge. 

The  course,  over  a  three  week  period, 
was  run  in  Canberra  recently  by  national 
coach,  Jimmy  Shoulder.  It  is  an  intensive 
course  with  instruction  taking  place  each 
night  and  each  weekend  during  the  three- 
week  period. 

Fourteen  coaches  attended  the  Can¬ 
berra  course.  It  is  understood  several 
passed.
